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ABSTRACT • 

This annual report describes the special education students, 
programs, funding, and special projects for the 2001-2002 school year in 
North Dakota. During the 2001-2002 school year, 13,997 students, ages 0-21, 
with disabilities received special education services in the state. Of these, 
13,595 were served in public and private schools and 402 students were served 
in state operated programs (state schools and infant development programs). 
This represents a slight decline from the previous year. The report finds 
continuing progress toward meeting the four broad goals of the Department of 
Public Instruction. A statistical summary of all special education units 
provides data on student ages, category of services, staffing, number of 
students placed in special education for the first time, child count, special 
education state funds, and federal funds. A statistical report on each of the 
31 public programs is followed by similar reports on the seven state operated 
programs and private schools. Finally, status reports are offered for the 
North Dakota Advisory Committee for the Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act (Part B) , special grants ,. North Dakota Levels of Service 
Programs, and. the North Dakota Governor’s School. (DB) 
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FOREWORD 



The Special Education staff is pleased to present this annual report to the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the citizens of 
North Dakota. 

The major portion of this report describes the numbers, programs, funding, and special projects for the 2001-02 school year. 
Fxmding was provided to special education units through Part B of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (PL 105-17) 
and state special education funds. A state summary, individual unit, private schools and state-operated programs are detailed in 
this report. 

In the 2001-02 school year, 13,997 students with disabilities ages 0-21 received special education in North Dakota. Of the total 
number of students with disabilities, 13,595 were served in public and private schools and 402 students were served in state 
operated programs (state schools and infant development programs). This compares to 14,014 students with disabilities ages 0-21 
served during the 2000-01 school year. Of the 2000-01 total students with disabilities, 13,615 were served in public and private 
schools and 399 students were served in state operated programs. 

This report represents continuing progress toward the special education's role in meeting the goals of the department. They 
include: 

Goal 1: To coordinate comprehensive, systemic, collaborative planning which enhances educational opportunities and services 
for all. 

Goal 2: To secure the human and financial resources to support a comprehensive system of educational opportunities. 

Goal 3: To provide technical assistance, consultation, and other services that empower educational service providers. 

Goal 4: To foster quality education through the meaningful implementation of statutes, regulations, policies, and procedures. 

Continuing to work towards the achievement of the above goals remains a priority of the Department of Public Instruction. 

Through the Special Education Annual Report, the Office of Special Education extends its thanks to all professionals, legislators, 
and parents who have made it possible to maintain our common commitment to serve children with disabilities in North Dakota.

IDEA-B ADVISORY COMMITTEE FOR NORTH DAKOTA 



The IDEA Advisory Committee met on the following dates: (September 21, 2001, December 7, 2001, March 14, 2002, and June 
13 & 14, 2002). 

The committee’s activities for the year were driven by the strategic plan. The goals, as outlined in the plan, are as follows: 

Goal 1: Systemic Change: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will review and make 
recommendations for designing an educational system that accommodates the needs of children and their famili es. 

Goal 2: Collaborative Service Delivery: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will review 
and make recommendations regarding interagency collaboration in the state (efforts between and among 
agendes/organizations, educational institutions, communities, parents and others in order to network and coordinate 
services delivered to children and their families). 

Goal 3: Training & Development: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will monitor the 
design of a continuous skills enhancement and development system for stakeholders — e.g., teachers, families, 
consumers, agendes, spedalists, school board members, administrators etc. ~ which will accommodate the needs of 
students and their families. 

Goal 4: Administration: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will review aspects of the 
state system for administering the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act and make recommendations for 
improvements. 

The goals and objectives related to each goal formed the basis for planning activities (e.g., work of task forces and subcommittees) 
of the IDEA Committee since the Strategic Plan was completed. 

IDEA-B ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

The meeting on September 21, 2001 was held at the Aime Carlsen Center for Children in Jamestown, ND. A report on the 
successful summer Transition Camp held at Camp Grassick was given. An IDEA Committee workgroup presented a position 
statement on a unified education system that was approved by the full IDEA Committee. The annual report from the 
Comprehensive System of Personnel Development (CSPD) Sub-committee was presented. The IDEA Committee workgroup 
reviewed the role of the IDEA Committee and the CSPD Sub-committee in relationship to the State Improvement Grant (SIG). 
At the recommendation of the workgroup, the CSPD Sub-committee was discontinued and personnel development activities 
integrated into the SIG. Updates were given on the Autism Task Force and the ND Continuous Improvement Monitoring 
Process. It was noted that the revised monitoring process has resulted in increased ownership and improvement planning at the 
local level. The state director reviewed the ND Improvement Strategies and the ND Performance Goals & Indicators. It was 
announced that the ND Eligibility Document had been reviewed and approved by the Office of Special Education Programs 
(OSEP). A DPI staff member presented the annual summary of dispute resolution activities including a synopsis of issues and 
corrective actions. 

The December 7, 2001, meeting was held in Bismarck, ND and was attended by John Copenhaver, Director of Mountain Plains 
Regional Resource Center (MPRRC). Mr. Copenhaver presented information about the regulatory functions of IDEA Advisory 
Committees, appropriate procedures, best practices from other states, and emerging issues in special education. The role of 
CSPD and the SIG was also discussed, along with encouragement for collaboration with Part C personnel development efforts. A 
local special education director presented an update on local administrative options being explored in the north central and north 
western part of the state. The state director gave an update on the “Memorandum of Understanding Concerning Cooperation 
and Collaboration in Providing Services to Young Children**, including a dispute resolution process. 

The meeting on March 14, 2002 was held at the ND School for the Deaf in Devils Lake, ND. After discussion, the Committee 
approved that on an annual basis two meetings be held in Bismarck and two meetings be held at other state facilities or locations 
across the state. An update was given by the workgroup developing a personnel development system in conjunction with the SIG. 
The structure and membership of the new system and group of advisors was defined. An amendment to the by-laws was passed 
creating an Executive Committee comprised of the chairperson, the vice-chairperson, and three appointees. The state director 
reviewed suggested revisions to the ND Performance Goals & Indicators in preparation for the OSEP Biennial Performance 
Report due in May 2002. Dr. Patrick Konewko, a neuropsychologist with Fargo MeritCare presented information regarding 
Traxamatic Brain Injury and the role of educators. The state director gave an update on the ND Administrative Rules process for 
special education credentials. It was reported that the state director and the state superintendent of schools attended a regional 
meeting in Denver to participate in public meetings regarding the Presidents Commission on Excellence in Special Education. 
Members of the Committee approved planning for a joint meeting with the ND Interagency Coordinating Committee (ICQ and 
the ND IDEA Advisory Committee. 
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The June 13 and 14, 2002 meetings were held in Bismarck, ND. The state director presented data submitted to OSEP in the 
Biennial Performance Report, including the ND Performance Ooals & Indicators. The IDEA Committee directed the new 
Executive Committee to prepare comments on the IDEA Reauthorization. A detailed report on progress in the second year of 
the SIG was given by the grant director and stakeholder representative from the ND Education Association. Further information 
was given regarding the statewide personnel development system. Sincere appreciation was extended to long-time Committee 
member, and former chairperson, Teresa Kurtz. Teresa’s son has graduated and transitioned out of school services so Teresa will 
be leaving the Committee. A unanimous vote was given for continuation of Cadotta McCleary as Chairperson, and Linda 
Hartman as Vice-Chairperson of the Committee.

SPECIAL GRANTS 



1. ND Deaf-Blind Services Project Basic and Matchmaker Grant 

The ND Deaf-Blind Services Project Basic and Matchmaker Grant was funded by the U.S. Department of Education for the 
2001-02 school year at $87,307 for both grants. The ND Deaf-Blind Services Project Basic Grant is implemented by the 
grant Coordinator and staff at the ND School for the Deaf (NDSD) and ND Vision Services. The purpose of the basic grant 
is to provide technical assistance and support to parents, families and service providers of children and youth with deaf- 
blindness. 

The goals of this project are to: (1) Coordinate services and collaborate with existing statewide service agencies and personnel; 
(2) Strengthen local capacity of reservation and rural communities to meet unique need of children with deaf-blindness; (3) 
Refine and/ or expand identification services; (4) Expand the operation and services of the ND Statewide Technical 
Assistance Team (STAT); (5) Enhance and maintain a cohesive system of capacity building for ND service providers and 
families of children and youth with deaf-blindness; (6) Sustain a cohesive system of information dissemination for service 
providers and families of children and youth with deaf-blindness. 

The matchmaker grant builds on the training and technical assistance services in the basic grant and adds two additional 
approaches. One approach is to develop integrated multimedia modules that offer instruction including text, audio and video 
options for learning new information or skills. This year the grant coordinator worked with the University of ND, TV Center 
to complete a video relating to deaf/ blindness. The second approach is to use available interactive video networking 
capabilities in the state as a means to connect with consultants offering highly specialized technical assistance and training 
services. The Deafblind Advisory Board met using the states Interactive \Tdeo Network. 

2. Preschool (Section 619) Grant of IDEA 

The Department of Public Instruction received Preschool Grant (ages 3-5) funds from the United States Department of 
Education beginning July 2001 in the amount of 839,536. Over ninety-one percent of this was distributed to local programs 
on a formula basis. The remaining amount was used for state discretionary projects and for administration of the grant. 

A. Inservice Training for Early Childhood Personnel 

A statewide early childhood special education inservice day was held for 82 participants from Part B and Part C on 
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September 26, 2001. Discretionary funds were used to support preparation of materials and reimbursement of expenses 
to attendees. The agenda included a team-b\iilding skills workshop by Dr. Mary Monde Bacon and a discussion on 
forming a positive attitude by Terry Fleck in the morning. Regional breakout sessions were held in the afternoon to 
conduct regional planning and problem solving meetings. 

Jeanette Kolberg, Assistant Director of Special Education, attended regularly scheduled Interagency Coordinating 
Council (ICQ meetings to provide updates ad input from Part B (ages 3-5) programming in the state. 

B. North Dakota Interagency Coordinating Council (NDICC) 

The North Dakota Interagency Coordinating Council (NDICQ met six times during the past year. The mission and 
purpose of the NDICC is to provide leadership in the development of a coordinated, statewide interagency system of 
comprehensive early intervention services for children with disabilities and at-risk children birth through five. The 
purpose of the Council is to provide a vehicle for assuring the coordination of planning, development, and 
implementation activities related to this effort across those state agencies whose services deal with children, families, or 
individuals, including children birth throxigh five with disabilities. The intent of the Coxincil is to: 

• Promote development of quality early intervention services and prevention awareness in infants and toddlers and 
preschoolers with disabilities and their families. 

• Assure compliance with regulations specified in Public Law 99-457 in the development of birth through five 
services. 

• Prevent unnecessary duplication of services. 

• Facilitate efficient use of resources. 

The North Dakota Assistant Director of Special Education serves as an appointed member of the Council. The 
Section 619 coordinator on staff with the department regularly attends ICC subcommittee meetings for the purposes 
of collaboration and communication. Subcommittees appointed by the Council meet regularly to plan and implement 
activities according to their individual focus. 

C. Technical Assistance to Local Programs 

Personnel from the Department of Public Instruction responded to local and regional technical assistance requests for 
information, policy guidance, and interpretations, resources, and consultation on an ongoing basis. During several 
monitoring on-site visits, technical assistance was provided directly to special education unit personnel, either on a one to 
one basis or as a small group meeting. 

3. Training Personnel for the Education of Students with Disabilities 

A. Traineeships 

Individual Disabilities Education Act (IDEA Part B) discretionary dollars, funds a program known as the ‘^Traineeship” 
program. The purpose of this program is to increase and retain the number of personnel in North Dakota who are fully 
qualified to provide educational services to students with disabilities through support of retraining efforts. Each year the 
Office of Special Education awards a limited number of Traineeships in priority areas of disabilities to ND teachers who 
wish to pursue graduate level retraining in the field of special education. Grant awards are in the amount of $1,250 for a 
minimum of 6-8 semester hours of coursework to be taken over the summer. Preference in the selection of applicants is 
given to those who were recruited by local special education units and declared their intention to return to their local 
communities to meet the needs identified as priority areas for those units. A team of individuals representing the 
Department, the ND University system and the special education units meet to rate the applicants. Approximately 49 
Traineeships were awarded, as was training provided to various groups of special education teachers in low incidence 
disability areas. 

4. Training Activities Funded under Part B of IDEA 



A. Speech-Language Pathology Assistant Pilot Project

2001-2002 saw the successful completion of year four of the Speech-Language Pathology Assistant (SLPA) Pilot Project. 

Five special education units participated in year four of the project. These four imits included five SLPAs and five 
supervising speech-language pathologists (SLPs). Input from surveys of special education unit directors and school 
licensed speech-language pathologists indicated overall support of the concept of a continuum of service delivery options 
within the field of speech-language patholpgy in the public schools. 
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U sing the survey and quarterly information, the DPI will continue to work closely with a group of professionals involved 
in the area of special education and speech-language pathology to determine the future of the SLPA in the school setting. 



B. Personnel Development 

Following is a listing of personnel development opportunities provided to educators, related services providers, parents and 

others between July 1, 2001 and June 30, 2002: 

• On October 2, 2001, the Office of Special Education provided training on the Self-Assessment Monitoring Process for 
teams from six special education units that will be monitored during the 2002-2003 school year. 

• The Office of Special Education held an Early Childhood Institute on September 26, 2001, for 82 early childhood 
education teachers and administrators. Part C staff, agency staff who serve young children, and parents. The team- 
building process was the focus of the monitoring session. Participants met to formulate action plans for building teams 
in their region during the afternoon session. 

• The Office of Special Education provided information and training to special education \init administrators through two 
Leadership Institutes. The institute held on October 3 and 4, 2001, included information on Medicaid payments, 
updates on the ND Deaf/Blind Grant and the Educational Interpreter Certification program. Updates were given 
regarding the DPI Technology Grants program and the ND State Improvement Grant. An anntial summary of 
Complaint Management was given along with an analysis of issues and corrective actions. DPI personnel presented 
proposed changes to the statewide Accreditations System. Training was provided for the newly updated Discipline 
Policy Paper in alignment with IDEA regulations. TTie institute held on June 5 and 6, 2002, included and indepth 
presentation by Robert Runkel, Montana Director of Special Education, and current president of the National 
Association of State Directors of Special Education (NASDSE) on the upcoming reauthorization of IDEA. Other 
topics included updates on the ND Alternate Assessment process, ND Performance Goals & Indicators and the ND 
Biennial Performance Report. 

• The Office of Special Education subscribed to the National Association of State Directors of Special Education 

(NASDSE) Satellite Conference Series. The series allows for an xinlimited number of downlink sites in ND. Foxir topics 
were presented. Schoolwide Strate^es for Violence Prevention on September 19, 2001. Diverse Learners in the 

General Education Classroom: Technohg}/, Teaching and Universal Design forLeaming^s telecast on December 5, . Achieving 

a Comprehensive Transition Service System aired on March 20, 2002, and Reading and Much More: The LAISfGUAGE/ Curriculum 
was presented on May 8, 2002. Accompanying print material was made available to special education \inits as well as a 
videotape of the conference. All materials could be duplicated for any local school use. Concerned persoimel, school 
board members, parents and other stakeholders were encouraged to participate in this training opportunity. 

C. Assistive Technology Training Project 

From July 1999 through August 2000, approximately 70 professionals from 22 special education units completed the first 
RI ATT @N ASDSE course. Overview of Assistive Technology. This course was offered as an opportunity to make available 
high quality and consistent assistive technology (AT) training for professionals who are providing services to children 
with disabilities in ND schools. Overall, the participants found the format and the content of the coxirse very beneficial. 
As a continuation of this effort, the DPI provided an intensive training opportunity for those individuals who completed 
the Overview course. From September 2000 through August 2002, NDDPI provided financial support to 40 
professionals from 16 special education units to complete a Competency Certificate (i.e., five or six additional classes) 
through RL\TT@NASDSE . 11 of these professionals completed two Competency Certificates. 

In February 2002, DPI hosted an Assistive Technology Symposium for AT specialists working in ND schools. The 
symposium consisted of presentations given by professionals from four ND special education units, who are responsible 
for ensuring students with disabilities are provided comprehensive assistive technology services. In addition to 
presentations, participants shared barriers and solutions facing the provision of unit-wide AT services. This information 
will be used for future planning in the area of assistive technology. 

In conjunction with this training opportunity, DPI continues to work with the Interagency Program for Assistive 
Technology (IPAT) and Education Technology Services (EDU Tech) to continue efforts in future planning for 
cooperative activities with technology coordinators and professionals providing assistive technology services in the public 
schools. 
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D. Building Level Support Team Effort 

. The Department sponsored training to 223 educators in the concepts and practices of Building Level Support Teams. 
The BLST process is intended to assist teachers in determining and implementing strategies for students who are 
experiencing difficulties in the general education classroom. Introductory and Advanced Level Training was conducted 
in Fargo, Grand Forks, Minot, and Bismarck on November 5-9, 2001. Presenters for the workshops are Dr. Margaret 
Pysh and Dr. James Chalfant from the University of Arizona, the original developers of the BLST process. 

E. Mediation 

The Department of Public Instruction continues to offer and promote the use of mediation to help resolve conflicts 
between families and schools regarding the education of children with disabilities. Diiring the last year (September — 
August), there were 2 requests for mediation made to the Office of Special Education. In both cases, parents made the 
formal request for this service; the schools failed to participate. 

F. Regional Low Incidence Disabilities Initiative 

The Department of Public Instruction established a grant funding priority intended to better provide services to children 
and youth with low incidence disabilities, through regionally based collaborative services that build regional level capacity 
for a third year. NDDPI Regional Coordinators, in collaboration with a statewide work group, developed and tested a 
student based methodology that served to establish need. Grants totaling 5200,000 were made available to special 
education units that met the following priorities: (1) the projects must be of regional significance, serving students in at 
least two special education units; (2) the needs assessment must demonstrate that the project is a priority for the region, 
considering intensity of need (not necessarily absolute numbers of children); and (3) one of the special education units 
would serve as the fiscal agent for the project of regional significance. 

Low incidence disabilities include: autism; deaf/ blindness; deafness; hearing impairment; orthopedic impairment; other 
health impairment; severe disabilities; traumatic brain injury; profound mental retardation; and vision impairment. The 
eight regional grants ranged from $15,000 to $37,000. 

G. Alternate Assessment (July 1, 2001 - Jxane 30, 2002) 

The requirement for Alternate Assessment came into being with the enactment of Public Law 101-57, the Individuals 
with Disabilities Education Act Amendments (IDEA 97) in 1997. On the heels of Goals 2000 and school reform, IDEA 
97 established that it is no longer acceptable to exclude children with disabilities from accountability systems. The 
requirements of this law mandate that children with disabilities participate in state and district-wide assessments along 
with their non-handicapped peers and that performance data be reported in public reports whenever data are provided 
for all students. Alternate assessments need to be provided for those students who are unable to participate in general 
state or district-wide assessments. IDEA 97 mandated that all states were to have in place an “Alternate Assessment” 
which is a consistent measure against the standards that other children’s performance is measured by. The deadline for 
meeting this mandate was July 1, 2000. North Dakota developed the ‘'North Dakota Alternate Assessment” (NDAA) 
manual and process, which is based on North Dakota State Standards, to meet the mandates of the law. 

To date, the Department of Public Instruction, Division of Special Education has provided two full-scale state-wide 
trainings on the North Dakota Alternate Assessment process. The North Dakota Alternate Assessment Manual (Version 
1) was developed, duplicated, and disseminated at the fall state training on August 17 -18, 2000. Approximately 240 
educators attended. The second annual training occurred onjuly 26-27, 2001. Approximately 210 educators attended 
the second training. The Revised (Version 2) manual was reviewed at that training as well as increased emphasis on data 
collection and use with the process as that had been an area of need identified by educators and evidenced in the first 
scoring of the assessment. 

North Dakota teachers have used the NDAA for the past two years. In April of 2001 the first year (2000-01) 
assessments were scored. In May of 2002 the second year (2001-02) assessments were scored. The numbers of 
students who have taken the Alternate Assessment have been sufficientiy low enough per grade and school building, that 
levels of individual performance have not been published, as they could result in recognizable confidential information. 

The “ND Alternate Assessment Validation Steering Committee” continued its work with representation from Moimtain 
Plains Regional Resource Center; ^^linot State University, University of North Dakota; Bismarck Public Schools; Peace 
Garden Special Education Consortium; Minot Public Schools; the Department of Public Instruction (Division of School 
Improvement and Special Education); and a Colorado Consulting firm. Members of the committee performed varying 
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tasks including the following: 



• Revision of the manual based on suggestions from the field and 2001-02 assessment results. 

• Provided Technical Assistance for the field as needed. 

• Provided additional training in the state as requested or required. 

• Scored the second year of the 2001-02 NDAA assessments (May 2002). 

• Performed reliability measurements on 100% of the assessments. 

• Provided feedback to teachers regarding assessments that were submitted. 

• Continued preliminary work on an Activity Task B ank for the NDAA. 

• Analyzed the effectiveness of the two-day statewide training forum. 

• Analyzed the results of the 2001-2002 scoring and those areas that teachers had difficulty with. 

• Identified areas where the No Child Left Behind Legislation may affect the NDAA process. 

• Identified needs and training requirements for the next training (September 2002). 

• Initiated set up for September training in conjunction with Minot State Universities Center for Disabilities. 

• Reporting results as required by the mandates of IDEA 97 and No Child Left Behind. 

Issues, which have been identified as needing continued training in the fall of 2002, fall into the following areas: 

• Additional training in the area of data and graphing. 

• Additional training on alignment of objectives/activities to the State Content Standards. 

• Additional training on including all requirements in measurable objectives used in the assessment. 



The July 2001 training dealt specifically with targeted issues regarding the process. 

These included data collection, charting graphs for progress, and addition^ demographic information needed. 

The mandates of No Child Left Behind 2001 further impact the North Dakota Alternate Assessment process. Changes 
have been incorporated in the latest version of the NDAA. As IDEA is reauthorized, there are likely to be ongoing 
changes that impact the state assessment process and in turn the North Dakota Alternate Assessment. 

State Improvement Grant (SIG) 

ND has completed year two of five for the State Improvement Grant. The year two report has been submitted to the 
Office of Special Education Programs for review, funding for year three has been allocated to the state. Stakeholder 
groups continue to meet and work on goals and objectives towards the outcomes of qualified personnel and a 
continuous improvement unified system. Staff have attended OSEP sponsored SIG meetings and maintain monthly 
conference calls with key personnel. The ND IDEA Committee receives a SIG update report at each meeting and has 
become the SIG Advisory Committee. 

SIG Activities — Year Two 

Goal 1 - ND will have the necessary personnel to ensure effective services for children and youth with disabilities. 

• Completion of national/ regional personnel recruitment website. 

• ND special education credential requirements adopted via administrative rule. 

• Implementation of newly established special education strategist credential covering the areas of emotional 
disturbance, mental retardation, and specific learning disabilities. 

• Established data collection system for unfilled special education positions across the state. 

Goal 2 - Preservice and professional development systems will build capacity of general education, special education, 
educational admimstration, and related service personnel and families to ensure quality education for all students in the 
least restrictive environment. 

• Supported NDEA training on inclusive methods for general education teachers across the state. 

• Initiated school pilot projects to develop data collection systems tied to student achievement, program improvement 
planning. 

• Initiated statewide personnel development plan focusing on the topic of data based decision making. 

• Resident teacher program trained 26 newly credentialed special education teachers. 
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L Collaborative Review Monitoring Process 



Five special education units participated in the Collaborative Review Process during the 2001-2002 school year. This 
revised monitoring process is based on the model of continuous improvement monitoring adopted by the U.S. 
Department of Education Oftice of Special Education (OSEP) in 1998. The continuous improvement model has 
worked to shape its accountability in a way that drives and supports improved results for infants, toddlers, children, and 
youth with disabilities. Five planning sessions have been conducted throughout the year to explore the vision for the 
continuous improvement monitoring process of the future. The staff is working collaboratively with other units in the 
Department of Public Instruction to formulate a model of consolidated monitoring across units at the Department of 
Public Instruction. 

The Department of Public Instruction provides discretionary grant funds to support unit participation in the self- 
assessment process. The grant is intended to offset costs incurred by unit team members for travel, substitute teacher 
pay, child care for parents, stipends for tile review activities, and supplies. 



J. Educational Interpreter Certification Program 

NDDPI provided the funding for tuition and materials for one individual to continue the distance learning coursework 
through the Educational Interpreter Certitication Program located at Front Range Community College in Westminster, 
CO. This individual currently provides educational interpreting services for deaf and hard of hearing students in a ND 
school. NDDPI will continue providing this opportunity for this individual from ND throughout the next three years. 

To address the critical shortage of trained sign language interpreters, the North Dakota School for the Deaf (NDSD) and 
Lake Region State College (LRSC) joined forces to provide courses to assist students in attaining a certiticate in Sign 
Language and Interpreter Studies. The ND Department of Public Instruction, Office of Special Education, joined 
LRSC and NDSD in the their commitment to providing quality interpreter services in ND schools by providing tinandal 
support for up to ten Serve ND Scholarships for students participating in the LRSC Sign Langtoage and Interpreter 
Studies Program. These scholarships will be awarded yearly for a three-year time period. For the 2001-02 school year, 
$20,780 was awarded to ten students who attended this program. Nine of the scholarship recipients completed the 
program successfully and have made a commitment to use their sign language skills to assist ND students, in either paid 
or volunteer roles, during the next two years. One recipient was enrolled on a part-time basis and will complete the 
program during the 2002-03 school year. 



ND LEVELS OF SERVICE (LoS) PROGRAMS 

Program Staffing 

During the 2001-2002 school year, ten Special Education Units provided programming for students under the levels of service 
(LoS) model. There were eleven school districts within these units that implemented LoS programming. Twenty-nine teachers 
were employed to provide services. Of that group, twenty-four teachers were employed in full-time positions, and the remaining 
were considered to be part-time. Of the total number of individuals employed to deliver levels of service, two were paraeducators.

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Governor’s School 



The Governor s School in Mathematics, Science and Business /Entrepreneurship was held for six weeks during the summer of 
2002 on the North Dakota State University campus in Fargo. Sixty students attended the residential program, with 20 students 
enrolled in each of the three schools. Science students conducted laboratory research with mentors who are NDSU professors, 
formally prepared research results, and delivered presentations to peers and mentors. Mathematics students participated in classes 
on mathematical theory, data analysis, and computer. Students had extensive hands-on experience in computer laboratories, 
learned to use the Internet, and designed home pages. 

The Governor s School faculty and staff conducted multiple field trips and experiences for the students. The 2002 Governor’s 
School arranged for evening discussions of ethics, a timely topic in consideration of the concerns that came to light in the past 
year regarding the reporting and accounting practices in some of our nation’s large companies. The overaD Governor’s School 
experience is something that faculty and alumni acclaimed as being overwhelmingly positive. This is very apparent in the 
videotape yearbook that was created by the students and faculty to document the participants’ hard work and fun. 

The director of the North Dakota Governor’s School reported that there was a smaDer pool of applicants for 2002. There was a 
coordinated phone drive by Governor’ s School alumni to contact each high school in the state. The director reported that the 
decline in the overaD number of students in the state has most likely affected the general number of appDcants. It was also noted 
that more high school students seem to be employed now, and this is thought to be affecting the number of students who apply 
for the Governor’s School. One high school credit is awarded to Governor’s School students. 

The national meeting of the various states’ Governor’s Schools wiD be held at North Dakota State University in Fargo on October 
9-12, 2003. 
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
